1948 Brings a Challenge 

There were 13 traffic fatalities in Edmon- 
ton in 1947. In 1946 the number was 12. 
While any increase is deplorable and likely to 
cause uneasiness, it cannot be said that this 
increase of one shows any growing tendency 
to carelessness in the use of the streets. 

Traffic hazards were greater in 1947, More 

vehicles were in operation, and more people 
afoot streamed across street intersections. 
At times the congestion on down town streets 
seemed to be about as intense as it well 
could be. This was particularly so in the pre- 
Christmas shopping period. It is, in fact, 
rather remarkable that there were not more 
mishaps during that period of crowds and 
hurry. 

The substitution of buses for street cars 
on Jasper threw an entirely new and highly 
complicated factor into traffic conditions on 


Last Sunday the Christian Church com- 
memorated the occasion which has come to 
be known in ecclesiastical history as The ‘In- 
nocents’ Day. On that day, Jewish King 
Herod, hearing of Jesus’ birth and fearing 
that He might constitute a threat to Herod's 
royal power, gave orders for a general 
Slaughter of infant children. How the Child 
Jesus escaped this mass murder is told in the 
Gospels, 

This escape is significantly symbolic be- 
cause it was only the first of thousands of at- 


tempts by temporal power to extinguish the 


influence and light of Christ. 

All down through subsequent history, 
that power and authority which are based on 
force alone sought ceaselessly to destroy the 
Christian Faith. The offence of that Faith, 
of course, was that it taught the worship of 
God. And temporal power based on force 
always demands man’s worship for itself. 

But the Christian Church thrived on these 
persecutions. The more it was attacked, the 
stronger it grew. And every effort to de- 
molish it only succeeded in giving it greater 
vigor.

These records are also a challenge to 
every one who uses the streets to make a bet- 
ter showing in 1948, That is entirely pos- 
sible, for there is always a percentage of ac- 
cidents — therefore of fatalities —- which 
might have been prevented. Nothing can do 
more to make life pleasant in Edmonton than 
to reduce street danger to the minimum. 


Pricing-Up Isn’t Producing 

The Dominion Bureau of Statistics notes 
that mineral production in 1947 reached an 
all-time high value of $619,000,000. This was 
17 per cent above the previous high mark, of 
1942, and 23 per cent above the figures for 
1946, 

New records, the Bureau says, were set in 
the output value of fuels, construction mat- 
erials, and non-metallic minerals. But metal- 
lics fell short of the 1942 mark. 

This sounds better than it was. There is 
a catch in the calculation, ‘ hese figures ap- 
ply to value in money, not to quantity. The 
bureau indicates the point by saying coal 
production dropped 2,000,000 tons last year, 
but higher prices brought the value up to 
$76,000,000. 

The same applies to minerals generally — 
excepting gold—and to lumber and other

The indestructibility of the Christian 
Faith is an important point for consideration 
today because never before has materialism 
been so intricately and attractively organized.

But the 
preoess of preparing the nation for 
this end was not carried forward 
by revolutionaries but by cynics, 
one «° whom he created in the 


Charles Dodgson (Lewis Car- 
roll), the creator of Alice in Won- 
derland, was in many respects an 
eccentric man, He never married 
and was mainly happy with mathe- 
matics when not spending his time 
with Alice. In Victoria Through 
the Looking Glass (the most re- 
cent biography of Dodgson by 
Florence Becker Lennon, Simon 
and Schuster), the author speaks 
of his peculiar habits,

“Testimony to Dodgson’s insom- 
nia includes the title of his book, 
Pillow Problems, and the various 
devises he used when sleep denied 
itself to him, He invented several 
night-writing aids; the best was 
the Typhlograph, which he later 
rechristened the Nyctograph, This 
was a series of cardboard squares; 
in a blind alphabet of his own 
invention he wrote in the edges 
and corners of the squares.”

One of the Miss Dodgsons wrote: 
‘To get rid of mice in his rooms, 
a square live trap was used, and 
he had a wood and wire compart- 
ment made which fitted on to the 
trap whose door could then be 
opened for the mice to run into the 
compartment, a sliding door shut- 
ting them in, and the compartment 
could then be taken from the trap 
and put unde; water, thus all 
chance of the mice having an 
agonized struggle on the surface of 
the water was removed'.”

beasts, 

When the process has gone far 
enough, when the masses of the 
people are able to justify anything 
by rationalizing that all men are 
the creatures of their economic 
circumstances or their infantile 
conditionings, and that religion, 
the state, and society are alto- 
gether but reflections of the domi- 
nant interest, then conditions are 
ripe for the most ruthless gangsters 
tu seize power.

In reviving this oratorio, one of 
the finest of its kind in all music, 
Mr, Hendra is performing a not- 
able service to music in general 
and to choral work in particular 
His production of Handel's “Mes- 
siah” last year was a highlight in 
an outstandingly good season, and 
“Elijah” promises to establish an- 
other event to remember 

“Elijah” whieh is considered by 
many authorities to be Mendel 
ssohn's finest work, was completed 
in 1846 and was performed for the 
first time at the famous Birming- 
ham festival, on Aug. 18 of that 
year, 

The prominent scenes dealt with 
by the composer are the drought 
prophecy, the raising of the wid- 
ow’s son, the rival sacrifices, the 
appearance of the rain in answer 
to Elijah’s appeal, Jezebel's per- 
secution of Elijah, the sojourn in 
the desert, his return, his disap- 
pearance in the fiery chariot, and 
the Finale, which reflects upon the 
meaning of the sacred narrative 

“Elijah” was completed in the 
year previous to the composer's 
death, Collection of the Biblical 
passages to be dealt with had oc- 
Mendelssohn over many 
years and finally, in the twilight of 
life, they were com- 
pleted, “God wil] make it all right 
one day: this suits the beginning 
and the end of all chapters,” Men- 
delssohn wrote, 

In England the oratorio touched 
the depth of the emotional spring 
of Victorian religionus respecta- 
bility as no previous work had 
done 

At its first performance at Birm- 
ingbam, the sun, like an act of 
Divine Revelation, suddenly had 
burst forth through clouds, with 
the composer's entrance onto the 
stage, surrounding his bearded, 
prophet-like visage with a halo of 
almost blinding splendor, A hush-

In Washington, an examiner ot 
the National Labor Relations Board 
J. J, Fitzpatrick, ruled for the first | 
time that a union had engaged in 
an unfair labor practice, 

Such charges against unions were | 
barred under the old Wagner Act, 
which permitted them only agains: 
employers, 

In the other Taft-Hartley case 
Judge Stephen Brennan at Utica, 
N.Y,, issued an injunction probib- | 
iting the AFL, teamsters local 204) 
from engaging in six acts of alleg 
ed unfair labor practices, This was | 
the first court injunction obtained | 
under the new labor law the NLRB 
said in Washington, 

The union held by NLRB Exam- 
iner Fitzpatrick to have been en- 
gaging in an unfair labor practice 
was local 74 of the AFL carpenters 
union at Chattanooga, Tenn, He 
ruled the local had committed a 
secondary boycott in violation of 
the Taft-Hartley law 

Fitzpatrick found that a strike of 
four union carpenters on a home 
remodelling Job was called for the 
purpose of requiring their em 
ployer to “cease doing business” 
with a flooring installation firm 
which had assigned non-union 
workmen to the same project 

Judge Brennan's injunction de 
cision restrains the teamsters’ local 
among other things, from insisting 
that the Conway Express Company | 
pay to the union the equivalent of 
the wages for a union driver, as 
penalty for a trip handled by a 
non-union driver.

We find artesian weils in 
valleys where the surface layer of 
earth—generally made up of send 
or sandstone—is porous, and where 
there is an underlying layer—often

(When we say that some 
thing is impervious to water, we 
t mean that wate’ cannot pass 
through it.) 

Artesian wells are found par- 
ticularly in valleys surrounded by 
slopes that form a sort of cup, 
Since the slopes dip toward the 
center of the valley, the water that 
has collected underground at this 
point is pressed upon constantly by 
the water that has collected along 
the slopes 

When the lowest point of the 
valley is tapped, the pressure that 
always exerted at this point 
causes the water to gush out, In 
the same way, the pressure of the 
water at the bottom of the can, in 
the experiment, causes the water 
to spout
